Coming to America—Sir Morti- 


mer to Quit Diplomacy. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—Lord Curzon, 


former viceroy of India, is mentioned 
in diplomatic circles as a possible suc- 
cessor to Sir Henry Mortimer Durand, 
the British ambassador to the United 
States who is to give up his post and 
retire from the British diplomatic 
service next spring. The fact that 
Lord Curzon is now on the sea be- 
tween Great Britain and this country 
and has announced that he will visit in 
this country for some time, lends color 
to the rumor of his appointment to the 
Washington post. Lord Curzon. is ac- 
companied by Mrs. Leiter, the mother 
of Lady Curzon, who died a short time 
ago.

forts to revive him failed. 


Before leaving the bank Mr. Niblick 


made no threats nor had he ever been 
known to intimate that he would com- 
mit suicide but for some time he had 
suffered from melancholia and in his 
attacks of despondency he had often 
wished he was dead. He was well 
known all over northern Indiana and 
has been prominent for years in finan- 
cial circles. He was one of the found- 
ers of the Old Adams County bank 
and had served as president. 


About two years ago his health fail- 


ed him and when efforts to recuperate 
failed he began to close up his busi- 
ness affairs. 
He had not been active 


in the management of the bank for 
more than a year, although still con- 
nected with the Institution. He had 
accumulated a large estate which Is 
estimated at $25i;.uOO. The surviving 
family consists of a widow, one son, 
four brothers and two sisters.

TO BE WOELD-WIDE 


CHIEF MOORE HOPES TO BRING 


NATIONS TOGETHER. 


Plans Afoot That Will Be Valuable 


Service to the World—Wire- 


Ires Is at an End. 


Washington. Nov. S.—Willis 
L. 


Moore, chief of the American weather 
bureau, hopes to see' the day when 
every ship of any size that sails the 
seven seas will bu a weather observa- 
tory, equipped with instruments fur- 
nished by tho weather bureau of the 
department of agriculture, and making 
daily reports of its observations cither 
directly to Washington or to some 
wireless telegraph station that will 
transmit them to this city. 


As a corollary, weather reports is- 


sued at least daily, would be furnished 
to every ship having a wireless tele- 
graph equipment. Then the dangers 
of navigation would be greatly lessen- 
ed, for if a navigator can have twenty- 
four hours' warning nf a storm that is 
moving in his direction he can take 
measures to sail out of the probable 
track of the disturbance, or. if that is 
impracticable, take steps to have his

that the danger of wreck is reduced to 
a minimum. 


By the use of wireless telegraphy, 


says Chief Moore, it will he possible to 
discover where storms originate, if 
that point of origin is within the 
regions in which ships sail in numbers 
great enough to afford opportunities 
for reports. On land and sea there are 
instruments which measure within a 
few feet of a break 
in an electric 


current. It will be possible to figure 
almost as closely with respect to de- 
structiive storms. 


Winds Obey Law of Nature. 


Although it can not be asserted with 


full knowledge that the assertion is 
true; it nevertheless appeared that 
the winds obey as definite a law as 
every other phenomenon 
of nature. 


Observation is the only method where- 
by an approximation of these laws can 
be obtained. 


Mr. Moore made an exposition of his 


thoughts on the subject at a meeting 
of old time telegraph operators, deem- 
ing them most worthy to be first to 
hear what he had In mind, because 
without telegraphy the weather serv- 
ice of today would not be in existence. 


The American weather service gave 


warnings of the approach of the last 
hurricane in time for all ships along 
the coast above the southern end of 
Florida to get into shelter. The fact 
that the storm continued eastward 
after passing through the straits of 
Florida, Instead of curving northward. 
and came boiling up the coast, does 
not detract from the value of the warn- 
ing. 
The storm simply failed to go 


where it would have caused the great- 
est destruction 
had there been no 


warning. 


Warning of Storm Perils. 


If the wireless telegraph service had 


been In existence all the shipping in 
the lano leading from Europe to the 
West Indies would have been warned 
of its approach, together with an ac- 
curate statement of the direction it 
had when it departed from the ken of 
the observators on land. 


Navigators in that lane, knowing 


that the storm would not strike any- 
thing to change again its course 
would have been justified in believing 
that it was coming straight for them 
long before their barometers began 
showing them the existence of a (lis 
turbanue somewhere near them. 


It Is a plain, simple proposition that 


the wireless impulses can be made to 
travel farther and faster than the 
warnings of its coming that a storm 
sonds to barometers. Unless wireless 
can send its impulses farther and fas 
ter, the hoped for service will bo of no 
benefit, except that It may be able to 
Indicate a little more accurately the 
direction from which tho disturbance 
1; proceeding.

Washington. Nov. S.—Acting under 


instructions from President Roosevelt, 
the war department yesterday wrote 
to Col. William L. Pilcher, twenty-sev- 
enth infantry, calling for an explana- 
tion of his reported criticism of negro 
iroops. He will be given a reasonable 
time to respond to this official commu 
nicatiou. 


He has as yet made no denial of the 


remarks attriouted to him, which the 
president considers as offensive as the 
acts of the discharged negroes. Should 
he admit he was correctly quoted, he 
will be court martlaled for violation of 
the army regulations, which forbid of- 
ticers of the army to talk for publica- 
tion on such matters. 


There is reason to believe that Book 


er T. Washington is at the bottom of 
Col. Pitcher's troubles, though this 
cannot be established definitely. Still, 
it is known that at a conference Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had with Washington 
last week the negro educator earnest- 
ly besought him not to dismiss the ne- 
s?ro companies involved in the Browns- 
ville riot. The president refused to 
isten to his appeal. 


Pilcher Incident Pleases Negro. 


Washington believes there should be 
equal 
justice" 
administered 
and 


leartily approved the president's de- 
islon to call Col. Pilcher to account 
or his purported statement that he 
never liked negro troops, that the 
artber away they were the better it 
pleased him. and 
that 
there were 


•nough fine white young men in the 
country of whom to make soldiers 
vithout recruiting among negroes. 


There are officers of the army who 


•onsider the president has been too 
severe on Col. Pilcher. Many of them 
•ntertain 
the 
same 
views 
he ex- 


jressed. 
They believe the negroes 


who are now in the army have degen- 
?rated from those who served up to 
he time of the Philippine insurrection. 


The officials are hiding the fact as 


much as possible, but nevertheless it 
3 true that the Filipinos detest the 
black soldiers and that in order to pre- 
vent trouble it has been necessary to 
station colored regiments in the Moro 
country, where tho feelings of inhabi- 
ants are not considered. 


Negroes Not Wanted Anywhere 
It was the case In former years that 


no objection was made by any city to 
quartering negro troops in its vicinity 
But now their assignment to a post 
leads to a flood of protests—which 
generally are disregarded. 


Col Pilcher was in trouble -with the 


war department 
a 3'ear or so ago. 


Some complaints against him were re- 
ceived by the secretary of war and 
were called 
to his 
attention. Col. 


Pilcher responded, the war department 
wrote him a letter, and there the mat- 
ter ended. 
His present trouble is certain to bo 


more serious, for the president Is de- 
termined to show tho country that 
whatever the color of a citizen, he has 
the protect ion of the chief executive 
and of the laws. 
The president has completed his nn 


nual message, but the nature of the 
feature relating 
to 
negroes Is not 


known.
